There had been one. $T, Wilson, probably knew the 
agent whi did it, Donald P.. Burgess. 

X think I got to know Ray fairly well. His way of peaking, his spe lling , 
etc. He never spelled the name ^’Raul" and he always .spe lied it Roual. “ 

^Driving from JjJemphis to Atlanta, about halfway he' Sd cleaned the car 

.of eXl prints,, etc. I do not think whe would have missed that envelope. Or have 
loft the door unclosed. 

On the basis of what we know thefe is no possibility af any connection 
between the JFK and King assassination so I think that Buby stuff was planted.

I believe that Ray. would have 1 left the car- locked. I also b@Leve what he 
told me, that the man he called Roual had a duplicate set of keys. Ray was to 
leave tjthe car for him that evening. He, saw the slow leak and took it to be ' 
repaired but it was rush hour and the filling station told him to put air in 
and come back in an hour or so. It was when he was taking the car back tkat he saw 
the barricades, fte turned and fled. His description of what he then saw was not 
in the papers but was accurate. a o, he saw it. 

If Wilson ever want? to see tha Wmim records of his office I have them and 
he will be welcome. I have those of M and six other field offices. 

I have discovered more missing, and from ny office, since you were here. Ho- 
body works in my office and almost nobody ever looks in those files. What I have 
established is missing is what could be embarrassing to the FBI. S 0 he is pro- 
bgblt right about the phone tapping, etc.

I am missing tte 
duplicate Atlanta file that was complete on that bac-K bag job but I have re-' 
covered enough from duplicate filings. Burgess did it by keeping the manager, : an / 
alcoholic, drunk, and by taking the binges off. to get into the room.-Jfhere they 
probably planted that Atlanta map with those king places marked in itr. 

V/8 at was stolen was flown to Washington immediately.
